Ky., Nov. 30. — Tl 
will be a meeting of the Kentucky 
tillers Tuesday. It ia probable that 
the dlatillers will try to make some 
agreement to limit the production of 
whisky in the next rive years. 
The agreement now lu force ends on 
January I, and the whisky men 
reallie that aomethlng must be done 
to meet the issue. A plitu to limit the 
production for the next three .rears to 
15,000.000 gallons and then for two vcars 
to JtUHHUHX) gallons ia Wing considered. 
Should this be done and the distillers 
live up to tho agreement, thi crisis 
would be met satisfactorily. It ia 
douhtfnl, however, whether such a 
motion would pas*. 

Many of the Kentucky distilleries are 
owned by Cincinnati firms, and these 
firm* charge that the present agree- 
ment has la-en flagrantly violated by 
certuin Kt-ntuckians owning distillor- 
ics. Some violations by distilleries 
about liardstown are said to have been 
particularly open.
